Item  #1  is  a  duplicate  print  of  the  best  full  length  body  pose  avrsilable 
according  to  Dr.  McMurtry.  It's  picture  $111  in  the  Meserve  collection  and  is  be- 
lieved to  be  vaken  about  I860. 

Item  #2  is  the  facial  portrait  which  Dr.  McMurtry  is  particularly  fond 
of.  It  is  photo  #73  in  the  Meserve  collection  and  is  believed  to  be  taken  in 
about  1863. 

Item  #3  is  an  enumeration  of  the  Meserve  collection  made  several  years 
ago.  Several  pictures,  including  #111,  have  been  added  since. 

Item  #4  reflects  one  of  the  M.  Leone  Bracker  portraits  of  Lincoln  with 
a  three-quarter  body  length  and  this  one  is  based  on  portrait  #73. 

The  other  item  is  one  of  Dr.  McMurtr&es  highly  valued  books  which  tells 
as  much  as  any  available  about  the  photographs  of  Abr&ham  Lincoln.  He  is  happy 
to  lend  it  to  you,  but  of  course  with  the  admonition  that  he  ;  ust  have  it  back 
whenever  you  are  finished  with  it  3ince  it  is  his  only  copy  and  one  which  he 
refers  to  quite  frequently.

Dear  Mr.  Riley: 

We  are  returning  herewith  the  artwork  for  the  Lincoln  ad.  This  was 
submitted  to  Lincoln  National  Life  Insurance  Company  today  and  the  following 
changes  have  been  recommended:   (l) 

1.  The  skin  tones  in  the  face  and  the  hand  holding  the  hat 
should  be  warmer  rather  than  etoh  anrtgray. 

2.  The  background  colors the  dark  blue  cloud  at  the  top  of 

the  picture  and  the  over  all  gray  background  is  a  bit  too 
ominous  looking,  The  mooct  and  expression  in  Lincoln's  face 
is  fine,  but  we  feel  that  the  background  makes  the  situation 
too  foreboding.  We  wish  to  keep  in  mind  the  related  headline, 
"I  am  for  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number".  Generally 
we  feel  that  the  whole  background  should  be  somewhat  warmer. 

3.  The  capital  in  the  background  should  be  unfinished.  To 
give  you  an  indication  of  what  we  mean,  you  will  find  enclosed 
two  sketches  showing  the  dome  near  completion  with  scaffolding 
at  the  very  top.  If  this  could  be  depicted  in  your  illustration 
it  will  be  just  right. 

4.  The  area  of  his  beard  from  the  sideburn  to  the  lower  jaw 

is  a  bit  too  light,  giving  the  effect  that  the  beard  is  dig^  ^^. 
connected  rather  than  being  gray.  We  suggest  that  you  /pL^L^-^y^-SL^l~ 
MijaBi  the  gray  value  so  that  it  does  not  look  as  part  of  the.  " 
face. 

5.  A  question  s±sssl  was  raised  regarding  the  size  of  Lincoln's 
nose.  It  was  felt  that  it  might  be  too  large.  Will  you  check 
the  material  sent  you  to  be  sure  that  his  nose  is  rin  proper 
proportion.
